Shortly after the ships came to an­ 
chor, the mist, which had shut out 
their coming, 
cleared 
and 
a light 
breeze carried away the smoke from 
the saluting guns, revealing from the 
shore front the lines of w'hite Ameri­ 
can ships of war, backed by the gray 
of the Japanese. 
Scores of small craft 
chartered by individuals and associa­ 
tions darted in and out among the bat­ 
tleships. the American Asiatic associa­ 
tion being among those to give the 
heartiest 
welcome. 
Two 
thousand 
echool children sang the American 
national anthem. 
The ships show the efTect of the tre­ 
mendous 
battering 
of 
the 
waves, 
which is described by old officers as 
the worst they have ever encountered. 
The Kearsarge, which got separated 
from the fleet, only picked up the oth­ 
ers early Sunday morning, and is still 
undergoing repairs. 
Rear Admiral Sperry »aid imme­ 
diately after anchoring that he was 
glad to arrive in Japan and that he 
greatly appreciated the evidences of a 
sincere welcome, the arrangements for 
which appeared to be perfect.

the fleet, hoarded the Connecticut and 
discussed the programme with the ad­ 
miral.

body in the event of his committing 
suicide after killing the priest.

letter of similar purport was found in 
the possession of Guiseppe Alia, who 
killed Father Leo Heinrichs in Den­ 
ver during the church services a Fhort 
time ago.

Ottoman Government Docs Not 


Anticipate War. 


Constant inopi©, Oct. 19.—The report 
that the mobilization of the Turkish 
troops had been ordered is unfounded. 
Probably it arose through the fact that 
certain batallions of the Anatanloin 
reserve attached to the Saloniki and 
Adrlanople 
army 
corps 
were 
con­ 
voked for maneuvers in the native dis­ 
tricts and that three battalions were 
organized to complete it from Macedo­ 
nia for police reserve in the capital, 
these being replaced by an even num­ 
ber of Redifs from Smyrna. 


It is true that my government, arter 
warning the powers in a circular let­ 
ter that Turkey would be compelled 
to take measures for its own protec­ 
tion unless Bulgarian activities ceasod, 
without result, decided on Friday to 
proceed with the necessary precau­ 
tionary measures, which included a

issued to the railroad lines, for the 
transportation of the troops.

main officers are to be located. The

The articles recite that it is the in­ 
dention of the company to construct a 
line of railroad from Deerwood, Crow 
Wing county, east to Duluth and Su 
prior. 
The incorporators are maintaining a 
lost discreet silence in regard to the 
objects of the new company, and as 
far as they are concerned, its inten­ 
tions are carefully packed away under 
veil of mystery. 
This veil, however, does not seem to 
3 been impenetrable to the railroad 
len of Duluth. Half a dozen persons 
irominent in railroad operation, ap- 
>roached upon the subject yesterday, 
jromptly pronounced it a new and im- 
lortant move on the part of the Soo 
rhich heralds that roads determina­ 
te have its full share of the ore 
msiness from the Cuyuna range. 
According to the mining men who 
[lave followed 
developments on the 
Cuyuna since it first came into promi- 
lence, the new road means that power­ 
ful interests have become convinced 
-hat that iron bearing district's merits 
ire no longer in doubt, and that it is 
loon to become a great factor in the 
iroduction of ore. From this fact 
done, indeed principally because of it, 
the news is of the very first importance 
:o Duluth and Superior. It may mean 
the development of another district 
ike the Missabe, which more than any 
ither section has contributed to che 
greatness of Duluth. 
That the new company is connected 
dth the Soo there can be little doubt. 
lr. Fryberger, who is handling the 
egal business for the new corporation, 
is attorney for the Soo people in Du- 
uth, and has charge of all their legal 
msiness during the extended and cost- 
negotiations for that road’s right of 
ray into this city. Mr. Adams is a 
>rominent Cuyuna range land owner.

indeed, he is credited with having dis­ 
covered the existence of iron ore in 
that section. Mr. Fulton is an associ­ 
ate of Mr. Freyberger’*. 
Whether a new line will be built all 
the way to the head of the lakes at, 
once is not known, but it would seem 
good reasoning that such will not be 
the case, although there is little doubt 
that one will ultimately be constructed. 
Instead it is thought by railroad men 
th ai the initial line will be a feeder for 
the Soo. 
Vast beds of ore have recently been 
shown up by drills in the vicinity of 
Deerwood, and it is said by railroad 
men that it will undoubtedly be the 
business of the new road to divert as 
much of this traffic as possible to the 
Sdo When shipping begins. In order 
to carry out such a program success­ 
fully docks must be built here or at 
Superior. 
% 
The Soo main line from Brooten to 
the head of the lakes passes just south 
of Mille Lacs lake, touching at the 
town ot Lawrence, on the lake's south­ 
ern extremity. From Deerwood to a 
point a short distonce west of Law­ 
rence would be the shortest route to 
the main line—about 40 miles. 
It is considered more likely, however, 
that the course of the new line will be 
east ward from Deerwood, passing 
north of Mille Lacs lake and through 
Aitkin county to a point on the Soo 
near the station of Longfellow, mid­ 
way between Lawrence and Moose 
Lake. Or if a still more easterly route 
should be chosen the road could strike 
the main line at Moose Lake, Carlton 
county, which would give it practically 
an air line from Deerwood for hauling 
ore to the head of the lakes. 
The incorporation articles call for a 
charter for 999 years. The capital is 
$100,000 and an indebtedness allowed 
up to $1,000,000. The three incorpora­ 
tors also constitute the board of direc­ 
tors until the company is fully organ­ 
ized. All of the men connected with 
the new road refused to discuss the 
matter beyond admitting that the ap­ 
plication had been made at St. Paul 
and that work would begin on the road 
shortly. 
The company will be a competitor of 
the Northern Pacific road. It is ex­ 
pected that the letters of incorporation 
will he filed here today.

Alpena, Mich., Oct. 19.—Reports from 
flame-swept counties in this section 
of the state indicate improvement in 
the fire situation. But the necessity 
for immediate substantial relief for 
the refugees is hourly becoming great­ 
er. The winds have lessoned material­ 
ly, which greatly aided the efforts of 
the fighters. Bat tho temperature hag 
begun to drop and tho colder weather 
will cause great suffering among the 
homeless, 
burned 
out 
refugees. 
Camped in the open fields or huddled 
together in the few buildings and 
shacks left in the little communities 
which have been flre-swept are hun­ 
dreds of men, women and children 
who are in abject need of the absolute 
necessities of life. 
Many of them 
were driven from their homes in the 
night only partly clad. Not only the 
stores and houses have been destroyed, 
but the crops are also gone and the 
unfortunates must look to the outside 
for food as well as shelter. The relief 
problem is occupying the active at­ 
tention of this city and all of the com­ 
munities in this section of the state 
which escaped tho fires. Three cars 
of food and two of budling materials 
were shipped to the Presque Isle coun­ 
ty sufferers from here. 
Alpena is still surrounded by fire s, 
but is not in danger unless the w in d s 
shift to the north,

dwelling houses and 65 barns have 
been reported destroyed in Alpena 
alone. 
The smoke here was so th lek that it 
was Impossible to see across the 
street. 
Stories of Suffering and Danger. 
Out of the burned district there are 
now coming some of the stories of 
suffering and danger endured by those 
who survived the flames. Miss Cassie 
Howland had twenty-six little children 
in her school near Millersburg Friday 
afternoon. At the afternoon recess the 
air was smoky. Half an hour later 
the woods about the little schoolhouse 
were blazing fiercely. The children 
started for their homes, but were com­ 
pelled to go to a neighboring house 
for shelter. Miss Howland says she 
could hardly face the wind during the 
walk of a quarter of a mile to her own 
home. After she reached it the heat 
grew so intense that, the women were 
compelled to seek shelter in the cel­ 
lar. while the men fought to save the 
house. 
“Then,” Miss Howland says, “refu­ 
gees who had escaped with their lives 
in the plowed fields with their faces 
buried in the sand began to arrive.
